The distributor of the publication declined to make the excisions as recommended and 
therefore the publication is classified as objectionable. While the classification is a 
severe restriction on the rights and freedoms set out in si4 of the New Zealand Bill of 
Rights Act 1990, this is consistent with Parliament's intention that publications which 
promote and support the use of urine in association with sexual activity be deemed 
objectionable. 
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
